Iran says latest hijack foiled 

NICOSIA (AP) — New sea rity measures foiled the latest att- 
empt to hijack an Iran Air jt diner Wednesday while on a dom- 
estic flight and force ft to fly to Iraq, the official Iranian news 
agency, IRNA, reported. Had the hijack been successful it would 
have been the fourth seizure of an Iran Air passenger jet in the 
past six weeks and the second in five days. The pilot of the plane 
was forced to change route “but security measures taken inside 
the plane foiled the hijacking plot,*' added IRNA, monitored 
here. " A report reaching Tehran indicated that the hijackers, said 
to be four, were arrested following a clash at the Isfahan airport in 
central Iran, where the plane landed on its way to Tehran,” IRNA 
reported. It did not give any other details except that the hijack 
attempt developed while the passenger plane was on a domestic 
flight from the southern Iranian city of Shiraz to Tehran.,

Sharaf: Peace talks 
contingent on total 

Israeli withdrawal

AMMAN — Jordan will not enter any peace 
negotiations with Israel until and unless the 
Jewish state guarantees the return of all 
Arab territories occupied since 1967 and 
halts all its colonisation policies, Information 
Minister Laila Sharaf aid Wednesday. 
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' “Jordan has offered total peace 
in exchange of total Israeli wit- 
hdrawal and will not accept any- 
thing less than that,* Mrs. Sharaf 
said in reply to a question during 
an interview broadcast on the B fi- 
ns h Broadcasting Corporation 
- (BBC) Arabic service. 

Mrs. Sharaf s statement came 
amidst intensified efforts in Israel 
to form a new coalition between 
the outgoing LikncT bloc and the 
Labour Party, which has indicated 
that it might be willing to discuss 
peace with Jordan. 

However, labour’s Premier- 
designate Shimon Peres has dis- 
closed that he has -.agreed to 
Likud's demands that n five or six" 
new Jewish settlements beadded 
to the already existing ones in the 
occupied territories. Labour has 
Sa^pre -^Ttibjects-’W 

the construction of Jewish Set- 
tlements in the .occupied ter- 
ritories, and' according to the -coa- 
lition pact, any decision to con- 
struct new settlements other than 
the “ five or six” already approved 
by the outgoing Likud gov- 
ernment of Prime Minister Yit- 
zhak Shamir has to be approved 
by a majority cabinet vote. The 
provision of a full cabinet vote 
gives Labour a virtual veto to 


block any further settlements. 
Jordan has always said that the 
settlements pose a major obstacle 
to peace efforts and Mrs. Sharaf s 
reference to Israel's “colonisation 
policy” during her interview with, 
the BBC Wednesday reaffirms the 
Kingdom's stand. 

In the interview, Mrs. Sharaf 
also criticised US. Middle East 
policy, which, she said, does not 
help the cause of peace in the reg- 
' ion. The minister referred to the 
US -Israeli strategic alliance agr- 
eement of 1982 and Washington’s 
stands vis-a-vis Arab issues at the ’ 
United Nations. 

Mis. Sharafs criticism of the' 
U.S. follows a strong denunciation 
earlier this week by Jordan of a 
recent ' American veto on a 
Lebanese-sponsored resolution at 
xc thhfr 


resolution railed on Israel to lift its 
' restrictions ou Lebanese civilians 
in the Israeli-occupied southern ‘ 
Lebanon and asked the Jewish . 
state to abide the Geneva’ Con- 
tention on occupied territories. 

' The U.S. veto effectively killed 
the resolution and Jordan said the 
U.S. action reflected “a iota! bias 
against the Arabs’* and “emp- 
hasised the total loss of U.S. cre- 
dibility in the area.*' 


In reply to a question on Jor- 
dan’s defence requirements, Mrs. 
Sharaf said that the Kingdom is 
seeking the best defensive systems 
available and reserves the option 
to buy its requirements from any 
source. 

In a clear reference to U.S. ref- 
usal earlier this year to sell Stinger 
missiles to Jordan, the minister 
said the Kingdom gives priority to 
the best arms available when buy- 
ing weapons and in case it is not 
possible from one source it nat- . 
urally opts for another source. 

Jordan is holding talks with the 
Soviet Union and other East Eur- 
opean countries on buying arms 
and will buy the “best available 
weapons,” she said. 

Armed Forces Commander- 
in-Chief General Sharif Z aid Ibn 
Shaker paid a visit to Moscow last 
month in response to an invitation 
by his Soviet counterpart and his 
discussions with senior Kremlin 
officials were believed to have 
dealt with Jordan’s arms req- 
uirements. 

Commenting -on Jordan's rel- 
ations with Egypt Mrs. Sharaf said 
ever since President Hosni Mub- 
arak came to power Jordaniaii- 
Egyptian ties have been imp- 
•roving. However, Jordan has not 
yet considered resuming dfo- 
lUtBnlirtdattons wi fliEgypt -i n t h cr 
near future, she said. Any res- 
umption of such relations has to be 
decided upon after consultations 
among Arab countries, she said. 

Egypt was ostracised by all but 
three Arab League member states 
following Cairo's separate peace 
treaty with Israel in 1979. Jordan 
maintains that any dcc : ‘ -n 10 res- 
ume the relations has to have 
Arab consensus, just as the dec- 
ision to break them in 1979. 


Iraq says convoy attacked near 
4 Iranian port, targets destroyed 


BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Iraq 
said its navy attacked a convoy 
heading for Iran’s Bandar Kho- 
meini port at the head of the Gulf 
Wednesday and destroyed four 
ships. 

. A military spokesman said: 
“The targets were part of an 
enemy coavoy beading for Bandar 
Khomeini port when they were 
spotted by our naval forces bet- 
ween 9.15 and 11.17 local time 


(0515 and 0717 GMT) and were 
destroyed." 

He gave no further details. 

Bandar Khomeini, Iran’s big- 
gest port in the northern Gulf, lies 
up the Khor Musa channel a 
shipping lane nicknamed “suicide 
alley” by merchant seamen bec- 
ause of frequent Iraqi air and 
naval attacks on convoys in the 
area. 

Iraq, which has been at war with 


Iran for four years, has declared a 
wide area of the northern Gulf, 
including Bandar Khomeini and 
the main Iranian oil terminal at 
Kharg Island, a prohibited war 
zone and warned foreign ships to 
stay out of it. 

As well as a dozen tankers .att- 
acked near Kharg, Iraqi strikes on 
several foreign merchantmen near

Last-minute snag throws Peres’ 
unity coalition efforts into chaos 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Premier- 
designate Shimon Peres raced aga- 
inst time Wednesday to form a 
new- government, trying to salvage 
a.bipartisan accord but also neg- 
otiating for a cabinet without the 
rival Likud bloc. 

Labour and Likud approval of a 
joint government had seemed 
almost certain until Mr. Peres and 
outgoing Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir deadlocked in last-mmiite 
talks early Wednesday over what 
to do about a minor government 
post 

Each -party-, leader wanted to 
keep the religious affairs portfolio 
for his ally. ■ 

Negotiators for both sides spent 
the day trying to straighten out 
their problems, ■ 

The second floor of the. par- 
liament bufiding resembled a 
marketplace, with politicians clu- 
stering for whispered con-- 
versations in the hallways and lus- 
hing from one meeting room to ' 
another. 

Mr. Peres only has until Sunday 
to present his government and he 
has staked his political future on 
the success of his efforts. If he 
fails, -President Chaim Herzog will 
likely entrust Mr. Shamir with the 
task. 

. The -hist hint of trouble -in the 
neariy completed accord, came, 
late Tuesday .when former Def- 
ence Minister Ariel Sharon urged 


bis colleagues not to sign the bip- 
artisan agreement until Labour 
gave in to Likud’s demands for 
additional Jewish settlements in 
the occupied West Bank. 

“We must not give, up on any 
principle,” Mr. Sharon said. 

Observers viewed Mr. Sharon’s 
tough stand as challenge to Mr. 
Shamir’s leadership and said he 
was trying to .enhance his power 
base by appearing strong ’enough 
to squeeze additional concessions 
from Labour. 

Mr. Sharon also personally 
promised the Sephardic Torah 
Guardians Party (Shas) they 
would be given (he religious aff- 
airs post and would lose political 
standing if Likud concedes to 
Labour on the point. . 

Labour was negotiating for the 
support of the National ReSgious 
Party (NRP) which is vying with 
Shas' for the cabinet post 

The NRP told Labour in con- 
sultations Wednesday it would 
support Mr. Peres as head of a 
coalition if differences with the 
Likud were not resolved by Thu- 
rsday, Israel radio said. 

NRP and Labour agreed that if 
' a narrow government was formed 
cabinet seats would be reserved 
for Likud for two weeks in the 
hope that they would decide in 
that time to join the coalition, the 
radio reported. 


Labour needs the support of the 
NRP to form a parliamentary bloc 
against -Mr. Shamir if the unity 
talks with Likud break down. 

Another snag appeared to be 
Likud’s demand that the arr- 
angement for rotating the pre- 
miership between Mr. Peres and 
Mr. Shamir be grounded in the 
law. Mr. Peres was to serve the 
first half of a 50-month term bef- 
ore handing the job to Mr. Shamir. 

llut observers agreed that if the 
issue of the religious post was set- 
tled, the other problem would be 
quickly resolved. 

Politicians on both sides pro- 
mised to do all they could to save; 
the talks and present a gov- 
ernment to the Knesset Thursday. 
But Likud and Labour leaders 
blamed each other for the snags in - 
the coalition talks.

Mideast needs urgent solution, Liberals agree

AMMAN — At the conclusion of 
a two-day conference of leaders of 
liberal parties in Europe and the 
Arab World, participants who dis- 
cussed topics ranging from pro- 
spects of peace in the Middle East 
to fundamentalism and liberalism, 
Wednesday expressed deep sat- 
isfaction at the outcome of the 
exchange in different points of 
view, and described the dis- 
cussions as “objective and ind- 
ependent.^ 

President of the Italian Liberal . 
Party Giovanni Mai ago di, who 
was elected as vice-chairman of 
the meeting, appropriately called 
the “Arab-Liberal International 
Meeting,” said a consensus has 
been reached among participants 
on many points. “We had a clear, 
wuim -nd Jeep discussion • .‘th 
objectivity, fairness and und- 
erstanding of the issues dis- 
cussed," said Sen. Malagodi in an 
interview with the Jordan Times. 

“Thi -‘ighoui 1 he n •* 'nj* ii • . ;is 
almost impossible to distinguish 
Arab participants from Eur- 
opeans,” Sen. Malagodi said. 
“The similarity and identical 
views introduced during the dis- 
cussions showed as if ail par- 
. ticipants belonged to the same cul- 
ture,” he remarked. 

Commenting on the Middle 


East conflict and the Palestinian 
problem in particular. Sen. Mal- 
agodi, one of the leading per- 
sonalities in Liberal International, 
said the general impression per- 
ceived was that “no genuine pro- 
gress can be achieved without the 
consent" of the two sup- 
erpowers. “The gap between the 
superpowers has to be bridged 
first which makes the option of 
waiting for the appropriate time 
— one of the more reasonable opt- 
ions.” 

-- Ben.- Malagodi said the con- 
ferees came to the conclusion that 
a political solution to the Middle 
East problem is urgent. “A sol- 
ution which should safeguard the 
rights of. Palestinians to self- 
determination and the rights of all 
parties to the conflict to live within 
secure borders approved by the 
btermtional community,” he 
said. 

“Before any decision is taken, 
the various aspects of the conflict 
should be considered io guarantee 
a long-idling jusi ' t . ." r, e told 

the Jordan Times. He said he 
would not say what decisions sho- 
uld be taken until he meets with 
Israeli liberals and see their con- 
cept of peace in the Middle East. 

President of the Austrian Lib- 
eral Party Breddler WiUfried said 
in another interview that the mee- 
ting discussed possibilities of ten- 


sion escalating in the region as 
well as possibilities for a solution. 

“The aim of this meeting is to 
narrow the gap between the con- 
flicting sides and try to reach a 
minimum level of mutual und- 
erstanding.” Mr. Breddler said. 
“We are here not to draw con- 
clusions but to learn and und- 
erstand so that we can later act... 
for the benefit of all," he said. 

The liberal leader, who was the 
second runner in the Austrian pre- 
sidential elections in 1980, said: 
-“We do not want to overestimate 
our influence. However, we prefer 
to work in the dark.” He said 
“words can do nothing” in regards 
to the Middle East conflict, “but 
persona] contacts could pave the 
way for a better understanding 
between the conflicting parties.” 

Throughout the two-day mee- 
ting, Mr. Breddlersaid. “we heard 
from our Arab colleagues tolerant 
and very moderate” ideas. “We 
learned a lot about the area's his- 
torical facts, culture, way of thi- 
nking and even psychological 
behaviour,” he said. 

“We had many examples about 
- the situation in the occupied Arab 
territories and we were able to put 
our bands on interesting material 
based ou facts.” the Aus- 
trian liberal leader said. “We 
knew these facts before,” he said, 
“but they were distorted because 


they were given to us by people • 
who never lived in the area or exp- 
erienced its way of living.” 

Mr. Breddler expressed his int- 
erest to hear the Israeli opinion on 
mutual recognition of human 
rights. “We are always ready to go 
out of our way to contribute to a 
just and durable peace provided 
we were invited by both con- 
flicting sides.” he added. 

Commenting briefly on the out- 
come of the meeting was Iraqi 
Deputy Foreign Minister lssmat 
Kittanch who said the con- 
tributions of participants enriched 
the discussions which he described - 
as “impartial and independent.” 
The participants, he said, “were 
speaking as individuals and not as 
an organisation with particular 
interests.” 

The conference, which was cha- 
ired by His Royal Highness Crown 
Prince Hassan, the Regent, was 
organised by the Amman-based 
Arab Thought Forum with the aim 
of crystallising an objective view 
of issues of immediate concern. 

A number of participants left 
Amman Wednesday for the ope- 
ning of another meeting of liberals 
in Israel during which they will 
discuss among other things “def- 
ence of the privacy of the ind- 
ividual threatened by the ele- 
ctronic espionage and the issue of 
international trade of aims.” 


2 ancient 

fortified 

cities 

discovered 
in Jordan 


IRB1D (Petra) — A joint West 
German-Jordanian arc- 
haeological team has discovered 
the remains of an ancient fortified 
dty at Al Mughir, north east of 
here, and the walls and for- 
tifications as well as residential 
areas of another lying not for away 
from the first. 

A spokesman for the Dep-- 
artment of Antiquities said that 
the discovery was made by team- 
members from Tubingen Uni- 
versity of West Germany and 
Yarmouk University of Jordan at 
a point lying between Wadi Al 
Shailaleh, and Wadi Rahoub. The 
spokesman said that also the for- 
tified city dates back to the third 
mOlenia B.C. 

According to the spokesman, 
the walls and fortified towers of 
the other city date back between, 
the fourth millenia B.C. and the 
second century B.C. According to . 
Dr. Mu’awryeh Ibrahim, who 
heads the antiquities department 
at Yarmouk University, the wal- 
led and fortified city contains res- 
idential quarters, stores for cereals 
and agricultural produce as well as 
various instruments, tools., pots, 
eanhenware, stone and metal equ- 
ipment. 

Further excavation is planned in 
the area over the coming five years 
in a bid to unearth more artefacts. 
Dr. Mu’awryeh said. 


Lebanon cabinet plans intensive 
‘conclave’ discussions on reform 


BEIRUT (R) — The Lebanese, 
cabinet agreed Wednesday to start * 
intensive discussions next week on 
a wide range of political and con- 
stitutional reforms designed to 
give more power to the country's 
Muslim majority. 

Prime Minister Rashid Karami 
told reporters the cabinet would 
go into “conclave” on Monday to 
hammer out details of the reforms. 
Information Minister Joseph 
Skaff said the session was exp- 
ected to last three or four days. 

The decision was seen as a con- 
cession to Muslim pressure and a 
breakthrough in efforts to get 
Lebanon's peace process moving 
again after weeks of stalemate 
between Muslim and Christian 
leaders. 

It was made in the absence of 
two key ministers, Walid Junblatt 
and Nabih Bern, who carried out a 
threat to boycott all cabinet mee- 
tings except “serious” sessions on 
reform and ways to oust Israel 
from South Lebanon. 


The Junblatt-Berri boycott and 
the absence abroad of Defence 
Minister Adel Ossetran reduced’ 
the cabinet to six members inc- 
luding Mr. Karami, but Mr. Jun- 
blatt and Mr. Beni were expected 
to attend next week’s conclave. 

They held to the boycott of rou- 
tine cabinet sessions, despite app- 
eals from President Amin Gem- 
ay ei and Mr. Karami, after pro- 
testing for weeks that Mr. Gem- 
aye I and Christian cabinet min- 
isters were stalling on reforms. 

Mr. Skaff said the “conclave” 
would cover the full range of top- 
ics included in a government pol- 
icy statement agreed last May by 
all Christian and Muslim min-, 
isters. 

Like Wednesday’s meeting, the 
conclave will be held in the pre- 
sident’s summer residence at Bik- 
faya above Beirut. Ministers 
would stay at a hotel until it ended, 
Mr. Skaff added. 

Topics would include agreeing 
on a strategy to end Israel's occ- 


upation of South Lebanon, for- 
mation of a 32-member com- 
mission on constitutional reform, 
administrative decentralisation, 
abolition of decrees issued by the 
previous government and the 
'country’s economic crisis. 

Mr. Karami said the cabinet, 
also discussed a car bomb ass- 
assination attempt last week on 
Education Minister Selim Hoss, 
for which Mr. Bern, Mr. Junblatt 
and Mr. Hoss have accused state 
intelligence services of res- 
ponsibility. 

He said the cabinet called in 
investigators and found ins- 
ufficient evidence to justify the 
charges. 

The accusations had intensified 
Muslim-Christian bitterness aro- 
used by a dispute over whether 
political reforms should precede 
extension of a government sec- 
urity plan beyond Beirut. The 
wrangling had bogged down the 
peace process for weeks and cau- 
sed fears that it might collapse. 


Libyan exiles claim Spain shooting 


LONDON (Agencies) — An 
anonymous caller to the Ass- 
ociated Press bureau in London 
claimed Wednesday that a Lilian 
exile group known as Al Borkan 
was responsible for the shooting of 
a Libyan diplomat in Madrid. 

The man, who spoke with a 
Middle Eastern accent, said the 
group carried out the attack bec- 
ause the diplomat, Mohammad Al 
■Dris, was an agent of Libyan lea- 
. der Col. Muammar Qadhafi. 

: “He was sent five months ago to 
Madrid to organise the liquidation 
of Qadhafi opposition "..said the 


caller. 

Spanish police said Mr. Dris 
was shot in both arms by a lone 
assailant but was not critically 
wounded. 

The caller identified Al Borkan 
as a Libyan exile group. Al Bor- 
kan is the Arabic word for vol- 
cano. 

In January, a man who said he 
represented Al Borkan called the 
AP in London to claim res- 
ponsibility for the attempted ass- 
assination of Libyan diplomat 
Ammar D. Al Taggazy in Rome. 


Meanwhile, Spanish police have 
arrested two young men carrying 
Lebanese passports in connection 
with the shooting and wounding 
Mr. Dris, described as an adm- 
inistrative employee of the Libyan 
embassy or people's bureau in the 
Spanish capital.

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Iranian war victory could pose 
danger, former U.S. aide says

WASHINGTON (R) — A victory by Iran aver Iraq 
in their four-year-long war could threaten Gulf sta- 
tes and increase Soviet opportunity in the region, 
former senior State Department official said in a 
ma gazin e article published. 


Michael Sterner, deputy ass- 
istant secretary of state in the 
Jimmy Carter administration, 
wrote in Foreign Affairs Magazine 
that the United States should gear 
its policy to prevent a decisive vic- 
tory by Tehran. 

He said that while Iraq had imp- 
roved its standing in the war in 
recent months, it was not in a pos- 
ition to win the war. 

“We (the United States) would 
like to see an outcome of the 
Iraq -Iran struggle that does not 
give the Soviet Union a dominant 
position tn either country ...” he 
said. 

“Since there is little likelihood 
that Iraq will defeat Iran, what we 
are really talking about is a policy 
that seeks to prevent the Kho- 
meini regime from winning a vie-, 
lory that could undermine the pos- 
ition of pro-Western Gulf gov- 
ernments, give impetus to ext- 
remist Islamic movements thr- 
oughout the Middle East, and cre- 
ate new opportunities for an exp- 
ansion of Soviet influence in the 
region,” Mr. Sterner said. 

Mr. Sterner, a former amb- 
assador to the United Arab Emi- 


rates who was later responsible in 
the State Department for Arab- 
Israeli affairs, said that if the mil- 
itary situation turned against Iraq, 
U.S. policymakers could be faced 
with the dilemma of how to deal 
with an expansionist Iran. 

He said that if Iran tried to uns- 
eat any moderate Gulf gov- 
ernments by “an actual physical 
attack, particularly against our 
most important regional ally, 
Saudi Arabia, Washington would 
have to be prepared to intervene 
with air and naval forces.” 

He said, however, the most pla- 
usible scenario for the Gulf con- 
flict would be “a murky meddle 
outcome" with Iran' s leaders rec- 
ognising they could not win the 
war, and winding it down without 
ever acknowledging publicly tbey 
had backed off.

“He will return to Damascus 
very soon to take up his national 
responsibilities at the side of Pre- 
sident Hafez Al Assad,” Mr. Kha- 
lil said.

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Arabs not hopeful under Jordanian envoy says 
new Israeli government U.S. role diminishing 


falsely portraying children as Iraqi 
prisoners of war during a press 
visit to a military barracks in Teh- 
ran two days ago. 

An Information Ministry Spo- 
kesman said the children shown to 
the journalists were those of Ira- 
nian families deported by Iraq 
after the Gulf war broke out four 
years ago. 

The spokesman was com- 
metaring on a Reuter report on an 
officially-organised visit to Teh- 
ran Mehrabad barracks during 
which some 200 teenagers 
were described by Iranian aut- 
horities as Iraqi prisoners of war. 
Some of them told the journalists 
they were captured as far back as 
two years ago. 

The spokesman said in a sta- 
tement none of the children’s 
names given in the Reuter report 
were on the lists of Iraqi prisoners 
of war registered with the Int- 
ernational Red Cross. 

The statement asked why Iran 
had waited so long to show what it 
said were Iraqi prisoners of war, 
and accused I ranian authorities of 
having stage-managed the visit 

Iraq has shown Iranian children 
captured on the war front on sev- 
eral occasions and opened. a spe- 
cial school for them. Tuesday’s 
statement said hundreds of Ira- 
nian children were captured by the 
Iraqi army. 


•HEBRON, Occupied West Bank 
(AP) — West Bank Palestinians 
watched with concern as Israeli 
politicians put together a bip- 
artisan government that seemed 
unlikely to lift the yoke of occ- 
upation or offer fresh hope for 
peace. 

“We are depressed and dis- 
appointed. We know this new cab- 
inet is too diffused td make any 
progress towards peace” said 
Mustafa Natsheh. the deposed 
mayor of this sprawling Pal- 
estinian town. 

Many radical Palestinians say 
that after 17 years of occupation 
they have despaired of peace, 
which they say can only come with 
independence. 

Neither major Israeli party acc- 
epts the notion of Palestinian sta- 
tehood, nor would they agree to 
let the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) operate freely so ■ 
close to Israel- 

Other more moderate West 
Bank residents hoped that a vic- 
tory by Shimon Peres’s Labour 
Party over Yitzhak Shamir's 
right-wing Likud Bloc would 
bring new openings for peace. But 
the July 23 election was dose, and 
a compromise bipartisan gov- 
ernment was formed. 

Mr. Shamir made it dear that as 
a partner in the new joint gov- 
ernment the Likud would not acc- 
ept Labour proposals to return 
land captured from Jordan in the 
1967 war in exchange for peace. 

Mr. Peres told Labour leaders 


Monday that any accord railing 
for a return of part of the occupied 
territories would go to the nation, 
for a vote. 

Bat Mr. -Natsheh said Pal- 
estinians couldn't hope for modi 
from such a.vbte. 

“Ten years ago more than 60 
. per cent of the Israeli population 
believed Israel should leave at 
least part of the West Bank ” Mr. 
Natsheh said. “Today it is less 
than 20 per cent The people are 
moving to the righ t ,” . 

Palestinians are not permitted a 
vote in Israeli elections, but many 
take an active interest, said Moh- 
ammad Shadid, chairman -of the 
Political Science Department at 
the Palestinian Al-Najah Uni- 
versity in Nablus. v . 

“People were more optimistic 
about Mr. Peres. They thought he* 
might be able to take steps to rel-' 1 
ieve the untolerable situation in 
the occupied territories,” Mr. 
.Shadid said. “But in a joint gov- 
ernment with Likud, things will 
■ stay the same.” 

Bassam Shakaa, the deposed 
- mayor of the Arab dty of Nablus 
who lost his legs in a 1980 car 
bomb, said he expected no speedy 
solutions to problems faced by 
Palestinians, no matter who gov- 
erned Israel. "» 

“Israel's strategy in the West 
Bank won't change,” Mr. Shakaa 
said. “Maybe Shamir is a little 
worse than Peres, but neither man' 
supports the rights of the Pal- 
estinians.”

Turkey deplores U.S. resolution 

ANKARA (R) — Turkey Tuesday deplored and regretted “ai 
resolution of the U.S. House of Representatives to observe April 
24 as “inhumanity day” referring especially to the killing of 
Armenians in Turkey between 191 5 and 1923 . Foreign Ministry 
Spokesman Yalim Eralp, answering reporters' questions, said: 
“Those who take decisions to encourage international terrorism, 
leaving aside their main task of fighting it, under election anxieties 
and petty political bickerings, will no doubt be heavily res- 
ponsible for future victims of the disaster of terrorism.” The' 
resolution, passed in the House, called for President Reagan to* 
designate April 24 national day of remembrance of man’s inh- 
umanity to man. 


Former Iranian aide seeks asylum 

PARIS (R) — Former Iranian -Industry Minister Mostafa Has- 
hemi has arrived in France and is Sfeking political asylum, the. 
Paris-based People's Mujahedin ^position group said Wed- 
nesday. A spokesman said Mr. Hasbemi had arrived in France 
from Algeria but bad no other details. There was no immediate 
continuation from French officials. The Mujahedin spokesman 
said Mr. Hasbemi had no links with his movement. 


KUWAIT (R) — The United Sta- 
tes assigns a new ambassador to 
Kuwait Thursday to tin a post left 
vacant for a year after a row with 
the emirate over the original can- 
didate. 

The appointment of Amb- 
assador Anthony Quainton marks 
a return to full-fledged diplomatic 
ties, but comes amid an Arab out- 
cry over Washington’s veto of a 
U.N. Security Council resolution 
criticising Israeli practices hi 
-South Lebanon. 

The U.S. action clearly emb-i 
odied “the bias of American pol- 
icies against the Arab people, and 
its support of Israeli violations,” a 
cabinet spokesman, said here Tue- 
sday. 

But, although problems wfll 
inevitably persist over U.S. Mid- 
dle East policies, bilateral tensions 
.between Kuwait and Washington 
have eased considerably, dip- 
lomatic sources say. 

“There appears to be a desire 
on both sides now to keep things 
on an even keel,” one Western 
diplomat remarked. 

Mr. Quainton’s arrival ends a 
controversy which erupted over 
Washington’s choice of a suc- 
cessor to outgoing Ambassador 
Francois Dickman in August 
1983. 

Kuwait rejected U.S. nominee 
Brandon Grove because he had 
served as consul-general in Jer- 
usalem. Angry over a veto on such 
ground, the U.S. witheld a rep- 
lacement in protest. 

An end may also be m sight to 
another bitter rift which, dip- 
lomats say, had placed a question 
mark over ambitious plans by 
Kuwait to expand its oil activities 
intheU.S.. 

. Washington '.was recently dir- 
ected by court order to review a 
'dampdown imposed in early 1 983 
on the Gulf state's oil operations 
'on the basis it lacked sufficient 


grounds. 

Kuwait believes the then Int- 
erior Secretary, James Watt, acted 
to deny the Kuwaiti-owned Santa 
Fe group rights to drill for off" in 
-federally leased lands under pre- 
ssure from an Israeli tobby seeking 
to block Arab investments in 
America. 

Others, however, say Was- 
hington's Middle East stance win 
limit fixture gains — ax a time when 
the Soviet Union is clearly aiming 
'to enhance its image in Kuwait 
and the region. 

Moscow, they say. is bound to 
use a coming visit here by Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko* to try 
enhance its profile in the Gulf as a 
whole. 

Kuwait is the only number, of 
the Gulf Cooperation Council 
(GCC), which also groups. Saudi 
Arabia, Bahrain, Oman, Qatar 
atiri the United Arab Emirates, to 
have diplomatic ties with Moscow. 

The Soviet Union has already 
secured wide approval from the 
Arab World for its recent pro- 
posals on a Middle East peace 
conference. In contrast. President 
Reagan's two-year-old peace plan 
is virtually forgotten. 

No date has been set for Mr. 
Gromyko's trip, but diplomats 
feel it is most likely from Dec- 
ember onwards, after the GCC 
summit in November and before 
National Assembly elections in 
March. 

They note some resentment still 
lingers over a US. refusal last 
June to include Stinger anti- 
aircraft missiles in an arms pac- 
kage sought by Kuwait to bolster, 
its air defences.

Nearly 40,000 families benefit from free 
distribution of ‘feast of sacrifice’ sheep 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Sheep sla- 
ughtered in Mecca. Saudi Arabia, 
just before ‘Eid A1 Adha (feast of 
sacrifice) are being distributed to 
poor and needy families in Jordan 
after they have been shipped here 
in refrigerated trucks. 

A total of 63 trucks carried the 
first shipment of25,000 sheep and 
36 more trucks are expected soon 
with 14,000 sheep to be dis- 
tributed In various regions of Jor- 
dan, according to Mr. Abdul 
Rahim Sal am assistant under- 
secretary of the Ministry of Social 
Development and member of a 
special central committee for dis- 
tributing the sheep. 

He said that nearly 40,000 fam- 
ilies will benefit from the free dis- 
tribution in Amman, Zarqa. 
Aqaba, Ma’an, Salt, Mad aba and 
Mafraq govemo rates as well as 
those, in refugee camps. The 


sheep, which have arrived at the 
slaughter houses in Amman, 
lib id, and Ma’an, are being exa- 
mined by a special team of vets 
appointed by the Ministries of 
Health and Agriculture to ensure 
that the meat is fit for human con- 
sumption, Mr. Sal am said. 

Mr. Saiam expects the last shi- 
pment of refrigerated sheep to arr- 
ive in Jordan on Saturday, but he 
said that the quantities that have 
been assigned for distribution in 
Jordan were less than expected 

Transport delay

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team had to be present in Saudi 
Arabia to organise the shipment, 
Mr. Saiam said. 

According to Mr. Saiam. the 
average weight of a sheep is 16 
kilogrammes and each sheep is 
well packed with cloth and sta- 
mped by the Saudi health aut- 
horities.

Dur- 
ing his speech he stressed the need 
to establish Arab supreme cou- 
ncils or commissions for children 
and mothers as soon as possible. 
“ It is difficult, if not impossible, to 
achieve development for children 
and mothers without the support 
of such mechanisms," said Prince 
.Talal. 

The five-day UNICEF regional 
meeting, currently being held in 
Amman for the first time, is foc- 
using on the problems of mothers 
and children in the Middle East 
and north Africa. The meeting is 
tackling the Arab World infaqt 
mortality problems and mother 
and child issues. 

AGFUND was established in 
April 1 981 as a unique venture in 

humanitarian a ffiqanrw by an ini- 
tiative of Prince Talal and is, sup- 
ported by the leaders of the seven 
Arab Gulf states, Bahrain, Iraq, 
Kuwait, Oman, Qatar, Saudi Ara- 
bia and the United Arab Emi- 
rates. The aim of AGFUND is to 
extend support to development 


and humanitarian projects reg- 
ardless of race, ideology, creed-or- 
religion. 

During his speech Prince Talal 
presented his greetings to His 
Majesty Kiqg Hussein and His 
Royal Highness Crown Prince 
Hass an, the Regent, as well as to 
the Jordanian government and 
people. Prince Talal highlighted 
the importance of gaining the sup- 
port of religious leaders in the 
Arab World and to draw upon 
their tremendous prestige in order 
to eliminate the social hindrances 
which impede the rapid imp- 
lementation of programmes that 
concern mother and child welfare. 

Prince Talal stressed the point 
that the problems of children and 
mothers in the Middle East and 
north Africa are part of the pro- 
blems of the poor, developing and 
troubled Third World. “Although 
some of the Third World countries 
are oil producing countries, yet 
they are still in need of the exp- 
ertise ?nd technical assistance 
required to implement our com- 
prehensive programmes," Prince 
Talal said. 

Clear vision 

Prince Talal went on to say that 


development in our region dep- 
ends largely on two factors, clear 
vision and adequate financing. 
“We must be realistic and avoid 
exaggeration or underestimation 
of problems by tackling the exi- 
sting problems in light of their 
scope and dimension " he said. 

In his speech. Prince Talal also 
highlighted the importance of 
UNICEF in the region. He men- 
tioned the help it provides in com- 
bating disease and malnutrition, in 
providing clean water, imm- 
unisation, training and other basic 
services to reduce the high infant 
mortality rate, which reached in 
1981 an average rate of 102 per 
19 OO in 18 Arab countries. 

“Since not all mothers in our 
region have reached an app- 
ropriate level of awareness, edu- 
cation and training, nor all fathers 
are able to keep up with modem 
technology or to be familiar with 
family planning and the rights of 
the child, the region needs a sim- 
ple way to guide the citizens along 
the proper path in the fields of 
health and education." he added. 

Prince Talal, on behalf of UNI- 
CEF. urged the Arab countries to 
exert additional efforts to identify 
problems and to devise solutions. 
He also called on countries to ela- 
borate their plans in accordance 
with their real potential and to 
eliminate bureaucratic obstacle in- 
the interest of dynamic decision 
making. 

“In order to eliminate com- 
petition between ministerial and 
departmental divisions within 
governments, and since UNI-

Peace versus conflicts 


AS PREMIER-DESIGNATE Shimon Peres steered his 
wheels anknowing whether he will end np heading a 
“national unity” or just a minority government in Israel 
yesterday, a message came loud and clear from Jordan. 
The Kingdom will accept peace with the Israelis but only 
on equitable and firm basis: The return of all territories 
occupied since 1967 and an end to Israel's settlement 
programme in the West Bank and Gaza. 

In declaring this in a BBC interview Wednesday the 
minister of information, .Mrs. Laila Sharaf, could have 
spelled out other basic conditions for joining a peace 
process* with the Israelis. But suffice it to talk about the 
implementation of U.N. Resolution 242 as a solid basis for 
peace, now, as has always been the case in the past. 

For Jordan to go beyond the position it has always 
maintained on the Palestinian problem, at a time when 
the Likud and Labour parties in Israel haggle over only 
minor coalition details, is unrealistic. We have said we 
seek a settlement and that any settlement should be based 
upon justice and equal rights for all, but we are not ready 
to compromise on our legitimate rights and those of the 
Palestinian people. 

Time is running out, it is true. It is the Israelis, how- 
ever, who are wasting it on supposedly fundamental dif- 
ferences turned petty squabbles in the past several weeks. 
Neither Shimon Peres nor Yitzhak S hamir seems able to 
rise to the historical challenge that faces both of them. 
Otherwise what is the meaning of the NRP-Shas seat in 
the cabinet that is apparently obstructing the grand Isr- 
aeli coalition? 

Jordan and the Arabs have to be ready for any eve- 
ntuality in any' case. Whether the Israelis choose to hear 
our m e ssages, as load and clear as they are,-it is their 
business. Our business remains to be the defence of our 
rights to the full. 

There is no way out other than for the Israelis to realise 
that the call for peace is now urgent. Sooner than they 
would like it wfli be perpetual conflict. 


ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 


Al Ra’i: Terrorist minister 


TT IS quite normal fora terrorist like Sharon to be given portfolio in a 
coalition government in Israel and he will be serving side by side with 
other terrorists. His appointment as minister is in line with the 
terrorist policies adopted by the military institution of Israel and 
conforms with the Zionist logic. 


The presence of Sharoo in the government is also in harmony with 
the prevailing world situation and complements U.S. extremism, 
which allowed such a situation to be created worldwide. Sharon was 
condemned for his part in the massacres of Sabra and Shatila. He 
planned and supervised the execution of these massacres and so h , 
was a reward for him to be appointed minister in a terrorist gov- 
ernment. Also it is not strange for Labour leader Shimon Peres to 
accept this appointment since it was he and his Labour government 
who embarked on acts of aggression against the Arabs and launched 
terrorist attacks on Palestinians ever since the establishment of Israel 
in 1948. 


The formation of the Israeli coalition government combining the 
Likud bloc and Labour has won the blessing of the United States 
government, which has no respect for causes of freedom, justice and 
peace as its leaders never fail to prove to the world. 


Al Dustour: Devastating disputes 


REPORTS FROM Malta, where foreign ministers of Mediterranean 
countries are holding meetings, indicate that Arab delegates with 
their disputes are almost wrecking the conference and threatening to 
render the meetings a total failure. The Arab ministers who chose to 
carry their countries’ disputes to the conference and to show the 
world at large how deeply divided the Arabs are, causing great 
damage to their nation, prompting other nations to lose confidence in 
the Arabs everywhere. 

What is happening in Malta is almost a carbon copy of what the 
Arabs had done with their disputes in other conferences and other 
regional organisations. Arab delegates had caused great disarray in 
the ranks of the Organisation of African Unity, weakened the Non- 
Aligned Movement and brought semi collapse to the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC). It is not only that the Arab 
countries are losing respect because of their disputes but they also are 
fast losing confidence of other nations as they continue to wreck 
various organisations. 


Sawt Al Shaab: Hopefully fruitful meeting 


NOW THAT the Arab-Liberal International meeting is over, we 
hope that the E uropean delegates will return home with new ideas on 
how to improve Euro-Arab relations. The two-day conference in 
Amman was a good chance for those wishing to improve relations 
and to help Europe play a stronger role in the Middle East region. 

No doubt, Europe's hesitation to adopt a firm attitude vis-a-vis the 
Arab- Israeli conflict has weakened Arab confidence in European 
nations. The Europeans ought to realise the importance of their 
economic, strategic and political links with the Arab Nation and 
should play a significant role to promote bilateral relations and to 
enable this region to live in peace. Europe’s role should be marked by 
a balanced attitude that should safeguard its economic interests with 
the Arabs. 

No doubt the Amman meeting of liberals from Europe and Arab 
countries helped a great deal to clarify obscure positions but it also 
gave the Europeans a better picture about the situation in the Middle 
East and about the rights of the Palestinians in their homeland.

SAN FRANCISCO — I und- 
erstand that to mean if your 
foes incline toward peace, then 
you should do likewise. I hope 
from such a great distance from 
Arab and Muslim lands that 
tins admonition is being taken 
to heart. 

Certainly the miraculous 
news from Lebanon is hea- 
rtening. After all the killing 
and suffering, bit by bit a con- 
dition of silm may be coming 
over -Lebanon. Despite all the 
“great victories” being claimed 
by Iraq and Iran, perhaps these 
two Islamic nations are also 
beginning to heed the adm- 
onition . There is the absurd but 


dangerous casting ' of mini- 
mines m the Red Sea. Egypt 
blames Iran and Libya, and 
both deny it There are plenty 
of provocateurs in the world 
who are bitterly opposed to 
peace among Muslims. 

There is no open war bet- 
ween Israel and the Arab 
lands. Better that there be 
none. The modern technology 
of war is So destructive that the 
Israelis, in desperation, could 
hurl nuclear weapons at their 
foes if they felt their existence 
was threatened. But even tbe 
Israelis seem to be tiring of war 
as the Muslim population of 
southern Lebanon makes life 
harder and harder for the occ- 
upiers. In fact, if Lebanon's 
great genius for things eco- 
nomic returns and with the 
prosperity of Jordan, Israel 
with its disasteroos economy 


might, in tbe near future, find 
itself surrounded by new sue- , 
cessful economies and soc- 
ieties. Islam as'it has in its glo- 
rious past can once again be tbe 
motor force than can bring this 
about. 

There are still regions of the 
Islamic world where war goes 
on. Smaller wars still go on in 
the western and eastern Sah- 
ara, but they seem increasingly, 
pointless to the peoples inv- 
olved. 

Pakistan and India (which 
has more Muslims in its pop- 
ulation than Pakistan) are not 
fighting. Despite the Kashmir 
dispute and bitter feelings 
remaining from the war that 
gave rise to Bangladesh, nei- 
ther side shows any inclination 
to go to war again. 

But it is in Southeast Asia 
that we see a vast swath of Isl- 


amic peace. Malaysia has a . 
small Muslim majority and a 
large Chinese minority. Des- 
pite brtter frictions between the 
two, they have found a way to 
live at peace with each other. 
And Indonesia’s population of 
some 150,000,000 is ove- 
rwhelmingly Muslim. After the 
terrible killings in 1965, tbe 
country is finally settling down 
to a kind of peace they enjoyed 
in earlier times. Only in East 
.Timor is tbe Indonesian gov- 
ernment still committing atr- 
ocities, showing that there they 
have not yet learned the profits 
that can come from peace. 

In the Southern Philippines, 
the Moros (from the Spanish 
word for Muslim) have decided 
to come to terms with the Mar- 
cos government.

Poland is eyeing benefits of joining IMF membership

WARSAW — As the annual ses- 
sion of the International Mon- 
etary Fund (IMF) approaches, 
Poland is eyeing the benefits 
which may follow if President 
Reagan lifts his objections to Pol- 
ish membership of the fund. 


Despite the IMF's forbidding 
reputation in some countries, a 
result of the austerity measures it 
often demands in return for loans, 
official Polish opinion has swung 
firmly in favour of joining the 
fund. 


Finance Minister Stanislaw 
Nieckarz and economists writing 
-in the state-run press say IMF 
membership would bring a big 
improvement in Poland’s cre- 
ditworthiness, benefiting both the 
Warsaw government and its for- 
eign lenders. 


Poland applied to join the fund 
in November 1981, but three 
months later Mr. Reagan blocked 
the request 'as part of a set of U.S. 
sanctions imposed in retaliation 
for martial law. 

When the government of Gen. 
Wojciech Jaruzelski declared an 
amnesty last July for political pri- 
soners, Mr. Reagan said he was 
ready to lift the ban "within 
weeks” if the clemency measure 
was fully carried out 

While rejecting the American 
attitude as interference in internal 
Polish affairs, Poland also says all 
prisoners legally covered by the 
amnesty — or more than 600 — 
have been freed. 

However, two leading members 
of the banned Solidarity trade 
union are still under investigation 
for alleged treason, and two others 
were sent back to jail on Aug. 31 
for disturbing the peace while 
commemorating Solidarity s fou- 


rth anniversary. 

U.S. officials said this month 
that an end to the IMF ban was not 
imminent. The State Dep- 
artments last count, released a 
month ago, showed about 1 00 pri- 
soners still in jail in Poland. 

The Polish, issue is bound to, 
come at the IMF-World Bank’s 
annual meeting starting in Was- 
hington on Sept. 24. If political 
opposition disappeared, the 
fund’s authorities could open ini- 
tial procedures at the meeting on 
Poland’s application, and full 
membership would come in the 
first half of 1985. 

The U.S. is expected to reiterate 
its position that once all the pol- 
itical prisoners are released it will 
consider dropping its opposition. 
But U.S. officials have said Poland 
should not expect immediate IMF 
funds, and U.S. and other Western 
nations will want assurances that it 
plans to pay off its existing debt 


before taking new loans. 

For Poland, the immediate ben- 
efit of IMF membership would be 
symbolic. Western diplomats in 
Warsaw say. ^ 

Poland was a founder-member 
of the IMF immediately after 
World War II but withdrew in 
1950 saying the fund was dis- 
criminating against Communist 
countries.

Duarte fails to keep peace promises

SAN SALVADOR — During his 
campaign last spring, Jose Nap- 
oleon Duarte promised to bring 
peace to El Salvador if elected 
president. But more than 100 days 
into Ms administration, the civQ 
war that has torn this country 
apart for nearly five years con- 
tinues without any sign of abating. 

Mr. Duarte, the first freely ele- 
cted civilian president in 50 years, 
said he would end the war by eli- 
minating the social injustices and 
lawlessness of decades of military 
rule which gave rise to a leftist ins- 
urgency. 


By removing the causes of the 
war, he said, he would be able to 
convince the country’s rebels they 
have no reason to continue fig- 
hting. 

Mr. Duarte has taken some 
steps to realise his plan — forming 
a special panel to investigate past 
political killings, ordering a probe 
of a reported army massacre, dis- 
solving a unit of a security force 
believed responsible for hundreds 
of murders — but so for they have 
had no effect on changing the pol- 
itical situation, much less the war. 


“War is still the daily bread of 
Salvadoreans,” the local Roman 
Catholic- Church's newspaper, 
Orientacion, said in a recent edi-. 
tion. 


According to human rights 
monitoring groups here, fighting 
between the rebels of the Far- 
abundo Marti National Liberation 
Front (FMLN) and tbe 40,000- 
strong U.S.-backed army has cla- 
imed the lives of more than 300 
soldiers, 100 civilians and dozens 
of guerrillas since Mr. Duarte 
came to power. 

“Combat, bombings, and death 
are repeated day and night ... and 
little has been done to decrease 
the intensity of the war or. still 
better yet, end it,” Orientacion 
said. 

When confronted with such cri- 
ticism, Mr. Duarte generally smi- 
les and explains that changes 
which lead to peace will not take 
place overnight He is quick to 
point out however, thar there has 
been some progress. 

“I believe the whole world is 
starting to realise there are things 
changing here, for example, the 
levels of violence and abuses of 
authority are decreasing,” he told 
reporters recently. 

El Salvador’s Catholic Church 
leader. Archbishop Arturo Rivera 
y Dam as, speaking in his weekly 
homily in the capital's Met- 
ropolitan Cathedral, agreed with 
Mr. Duarte and praised what he 
said was an improvement in the 
human rights situation over the 
last three months. 

He said there have been fewer 
reports of captures, murders at the 


hands of feared right-wing death 
squads and abuses of authority by 
security forces. 

“But,” the prelate added, “this 
relative improvement in the pol- 
itical situation does not appear to 
have taken place in the military 
realm.” 

During Mr. Duarte's first 100 
days, the FMLN raided the cou- 
ntry’s largest hydroelectric dam, 
killing some 120 troops. They 
have twice taken control of the 
highways, paralysing almost all 
traffic between the capital and 
eastern provinces. They have 
maintained minor, but steady att- ’ 
acks against economic targets. 

In response, the aimed forces, 

' backed by assault jets and artillery 
units bombing and pounding sus- 
pected rebel positions, have lau- 
nched at least five major ope- 
rations. 

The army drives and . air force 
bombing raids have come under 
increasing criticism from church 
and human rights groups who cha- - 
rge that innocent civilians living 
near the battle zones and not gue- 
rrillas are being caught and killed 
in the fire. 

“I lament violence and death - 
under any circumstances ... but the 
government has a right to defend 
itself,” Mr. Duarte told a news 
conference last July. 

Mr. Duarte has praised the 
army’s performance on the bat- 
tlefield and blames the guerrillas 


for outbreaks of fresh fighting, 
accusing them of wanting only “to 
continue creating commotion, vio- 
lence and war.” 

Once an enemy of the army — 
the traditional power in El Sal- 
vador — Mr. Duarte has taken his 
role as commander-in-chief of the 
armed forces seriously, par- 
ticipating in military planning ses- 
sions, but careful not to give ord- 
ers or dictate policy that might 
incur the wrath of the military. 

In 1 972 , Mr. Duarte was denied 
the presidency after winning pop- 
ular elections. The army captured 
him, beat him and forced him into 
exile. 

Now, Mr. Duarte is depending 
on the support of the same nnl- 
ttary for the success of his pro- 
grammes for peace — which 
would include prosecuting officers 
for crimes against the people, in a 
country where military officials 
have been outside the law, and 
possibly initiating talks with the 
army’s rebel enemies. 

So for, Mr. Duarte has avoided 
any moves to incense the army or 
the country’s rightist private sec- 
tor. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Duarte’s sen- 
ior cabinet minister, Julio Adolfo 
Rey Prendes, has said he will meet 
leading rebel political leader Gui- 
llermo Ungo in a debate next 
month to be televised on nat- 
ionwide television in the United 
States.

Britain’s new man in 


N. Ireland faces 


tough task

BELFAST — Britain’s new Nor- 
thern Ireland secretary, Douglas 
Hurd, faces a daunting legacy 
when he takes over what has been 
described as the most thankless 
job in the country. 

The main contribution of his 
predecessor, James Prior, was a 
Northern Ireland assembly whose 
objective was power sharing bet- 
ween a protestant majority and 
Catholic minority as deeply div- 
ided as at any time in the recent 
past. - 

Tbe assembly, crippled by a 
Catholic nationalist boycott, will 
be maixdyrem ember ed for tbe five 
seats won by .Sinn Fein, political 
wing of the Irish Republican 
Army (IRA). Sinn Fein’s success 
exploded a widely-held view that 
there- was only marginal public 
support for the men of violence. 

The killing of security forces 
and civilians by those fighting for a 
united Ireland and those trying to 
prevent it continues. Total deaths 
since the troubles began 15 years 
ago have passed the 2,400 mark. 

This year so far 50 people have 
died in the British-ruled province, 
compared with 77 for the whole of 
last year. 

Economically, * the province 
remains one of the most depressed, 
in Western Europe, with an une- 
mployment rate of 21 percent 

Tbe collapse of a multi-million 
dollar deal to pump natural gas 
from the Irish Republic to tie 
north is expected to mark the end 
of tbe province’s gas industry, thr- 
owing 1,000 more people out of 
work. 

An American project to build a 
revolutionary light aircraft that 
could provide up to 3,000 jobs in 
Belfast bangs in the balance as the 
plane, the Lear Fan, struggles to 
win a vital airworthiness cer- 
tificate from the U.S. authorities. 

Relations between tbe police 
and the nationalist community 
have slumped to their lowest for 
years after the death of a man hit' 
by a plastic bull et at a Republican 
rally last month. 

Government officials point to 
some glimmers of hope in the 
embattled province. 

The number of deaths last year, 
while still high, was one of the 
lowest since the troubles began in 
1969. 

Sinn Fein, after their successes 
in the 1982 assembly polls and 
general elections last year when 
they took over 13 per cent of the 
vote, were well beaten by. mod- 
erate nationalists in this year’s ele- 
ctions for the Europe an par- 
liament. _ 

Even the economy is showing 
some bright spots. The aircraft 
manufacturers Short Brothers and 


Harland and Wolff Shipyard have 
both recently won international 
orders worth millions of-dollais. 

The main interest in the first 
months of tbe new secretary’s ten- 
ure is likely to be political rather 
than economic, more specifically 
on prospects for any new ini- 
tiatives to end the stalemate. 

The Irish government is still 
waiting for a formal response to 
proposals from an all-Ireland 
forum earlier this year for a united 
or federal Ireland, or joint rule of 
the North by London and Dublin. 

While initial British reaction to 
the proposals was non-committal 
Irish government officials were 
heartened by comments - from 
Prior's deputy Nicholas Scott last 
weekend in which he mentioned 
the possibility of “some pooling of 
sovereignty." 

Interviewed* on British tel- 
evision, Mr. Scott said: “I think 
it’s important that there is no dim- 
inution of sovereignty on either 
side, but there could be a way of 
tackling the security situation 
which in a sense involves some 
pooling of sovereignty by both 
sovereign governments.” 

In the same television pro- 
gramme Irish Justice Minister 
Michael Noonan hinted that Dub- 
lin might be prepared to drop its 
constitutional claim to the North, 
a source of anger and suspicion 
among northern Protestant loy- 
alists, in exchange for some sub- 
stantial British, initiative. 

Both comments were seen as 
significant in view of a for- 
thcoming summit between Irish 
Prime Minister Garret Fitzgerald 
and British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher, which is likely to 
be dominated by Northern Ire- 
land. 

Bid the minister’s comments 
were criticised by - politicians in 
Belfast, providing the new sec- 
retary with further evidence of the 
difficulties of achieving a Nor- 
thern Ireland consensus... 

Robert McCartney of the loy- 
alist official Unionist Party, a lea- 
ding lawyer, dismissed the idea of 
pooled sovereignty, commenting 
“How can you split s omething that 
is not divisible?” 

Seamus Mallon, deputy leader 
of the moderate Nationalist Social 
Democratic and Labour Party, 
said dropping Dublin's claim to 
tbe North would cut northern nat- 
ionalists off totally from the Irish 
nation “to which they rightfully, 
belong.”

The metaphysical dimensions in the 

works of Tayseer Sboul 


I TN TODAY'S Literary Corner 
I chose to write about Tayseer 
Sboul, -the outstanding Jor- 
danian poet, : novelist and 
short-story writer who exe- . 
mplifies a par excellent* phe- 
nomenon in. the history of Jor- 
danian literature. 

Sboul was born in TafQeh 
(South of Amman) in 1 939. He 
completed his elementary stu- 
dies’ there and then moved to 
Zarka in .which he finished the 
• preparatory school. Having 
graduated with a high average 
from Al-Hussein College in 
- Amman, he was awarded an 
a&demic scholarship to study 

administration^ at the Ame- 
rican Univerisity of Beirut 
which he dropped after one 
year.. He later, enrolled in 
Damascus University and gra- 
duated with a law degree in 
1961. The writer worked as a 
lawyer, a public employee aud 
an announcer and ended up as 
a cultural adviser in Radio Jor- 
dan. 

The famous author’s suicide 
in 1973 (a month after the 
.1973 October war) stQl tolls in 
, the' memory of- Jordanian lit- 
erary figures and thinkers as a 
tragic event and a sad moment 
in the literary march of the 
country. Many were the friends 
who wept for him and still do. 
Deputy Prime Minister Sul- 
eiman Arar, the writers Fayez 
Mahmoud, Khalil Al-Sawahri, 
Jamal Abu Hamdan and Salem 
AI-Nahas; the poets. Khaled 
Al-Saket. Abdul Rahim 
Oman, Amin Shunner and 


Izuddin A1 Manasra, the jou- 
-raalist- Rakan Al-Majali and 
-Dr. Farouk Mansour, the 
Yarmouk University librarian. 

A true and genuine Arab, 
torn by his people's rifts, pains 
and apathy, Sboul passed away 
leaving us a heritage of exc- 
ellence: a novel, “You, starting 
Today; " a collection of poems 
“Desert Sadness,” and a num- 
ber of studies and articles on 
poetry, prose and politics. 

No Jordanian writer has ever 
embodied an endless source of 
inspiration for the Jordanian 
and Arab writers as Sboul had. 
Rarely does a week elapse wit- 
hout a study, an essay, or.a cri- 
tical work of some sort pub- 
lished in the Jordanian and 
Arab literary magazines or dai- 
lies. What is it that attracts wri- 
ters to delve into his works? Is 
ft his suicide or his literary exc- 
ellence? The immediate and 
simple answer is both. How- 
. ever, there are many reasons 
that cannot be covered in this 
article since they do not fall in 
today’s zone of interest. Met- 
aphysics is the zone of interest. 
It is themetaphysical school of 
literature that 1 will try to uti- 
lise in regard to Shout's works. 
This may seem to some, par- 
ticularly the followers of 
Gorky, as a departure from 
reality which Tayseer Sboul 
lived to the morrow. Be that as 
it may, 2 am inclined to join the 
ranks of those who believe that 
metaphysics is span of reality, 

- hence, at the urging of such a 
thesis, I thought of this article. 


The dramatic opening, a 
major metaphysical cha- 
racteristic, can be easily traced 
in SbouFs poetry: 

Flung there in my room 
• And yonr face, my friend 
Shone through my loneliness 
With brightness and ten-, 
derness 

I and the radio, and tonight is 
a feast 

And the singer chewed Us 
happiness 

On our horizon the clouds do 
yawn 

And wander around the sky. ■

The prisoner keeps posing 
metaphysical questions sta- 
rting with “why?” 

“She freely goes to the kit- 
chen. Why the kitchen? Why 
the (fished?

Why the cock’s head? Why 
should ft remain hanging on its 
body while roasted? Why?” 

The relation with the cock 
develops into more serious 
metaphysical questions: 

“....No body is against any- 
body (!), but it is a nice cock to 
be eaten. If yon discuss the mat- 
ter with it, and say.

“Certainly this beautiful 
cock would not get angry, and 
certainly everybody is to be sla- 
ughtered one day.” 

AbStod? ■Perhaps, but stOK 
metaphysical. Contemplate 
this: 


“If a common language 
among Dowers, cocks and peo- 
ple is created, *H would und- 
erstand one another, and the 
flowers would declare: 

“1 am glad to be plucked, 1*11 
adorn the house! 

“The cocks would say: 

— It’s not sad to be sla- 
ughtered. The human beings 
slaughter us and Invite one ano- 
ther to a banquet to eat our 
meat 

“People would say: 

— We do not want to hurt 
anybody, but the flowers are 
beautiful, and cocks are del- 
icious.” 

“Maybe all would laugh with 
overwhelming happiness.” 

The leading character, being 
sexually frustrated, desires his 
friend’s flirt wife. She makes 
obvious passes at him and yet 
she reproves him for his att- 
empt to kiss her, claiming that 
she is a “virtuous wife.” 

Virtuous wife? Osman's 
wife? He never thought of her 
this way. He sees her as a 
woman — a Lascivious woman, 
a tulip. She is Ghada. 

This is what they call a 
woman in such cases — “a vir- 
tuous woman.” How wretched 
is he? How he finds himself 
forced to re-arrange events 
without tulips. 

“All right, tike is Osman's 
wife, but I crave for a kiss.” 

He metaphysically rejects 
the idea of one man mon- 
opolizing one woman. 

Finally the woman yields to 


his unsurmountable lust: 

“Each one closed Us eyes 
and entrusted the swinging, 
warm water with the task of 
completing the ritual.... The 

sea had a big, white sheath; so it 
came running, enveloped and 
pocked them with a great joy. 
Its crowing was awakening the 
first dawn of the earth. The 
man united with the woman; 

the woman with the man like a 
reunion of two splits of a grab 1 
of wheat.” 

They have realised the one- 
ness which John Donne, the 
famous metaphysical poet pre- 
ached some four hundred years 
ago. 

His suicide, which some see 
as a means forputting an end to 
his wicked disease, and some 
others see as a protest meant to 
warn, vex, and incite his peo- 
ple, and yet others see it as a 
protective measure to defend 
the self and help pull it out of 
the dilemma of tension, is yet 
another metaphysical dim- 
ension. Sboul, in my humble 
opinion, existentially selected a 
physical passport to get him to 
the metaphysical world which* 
he longed for, possibly in his 
sub-conscious mind. Did the 
sophy books he is reported to 
have read in his last years affect 
him negatively? Possibly true! 
But is is also possible that he 
had high hopes to achieve in 
the metaphysical world, that 
which he failed to realise in his 
physical life.

Mussels are important indicators of pollution hotspots

Eating mussels can make you sick because they store pollutants in their 
tissues. But this tiah makes mussels an important indicator of pollution 
hotspots around the globe. Scientists want to make more use of them as 
global pollution watchdogs. 


GENEVA — Eating mussels can 
make you sick, and it is their abi- 
lity to make you sick that excites 
scientists about using these tasty 
shellfish as a global ocean pol- 
lution. early warning system. ^ 

Mussels are not only gocxFto ' 
eat, easy to grow, and a potential ■ 
source of cheap protein for poor 
countries, but they also have the 
ability to concentrate and store in- 
.their tissues pollutants they filter 
from surrounding waters. (It is 
thus wise to know the source of 
mussels one eats in a restaurant.) 

Mussels (a common name for 
members of the marine bivalve 
family Mytfildae and about 1,000 * 
freshwater species), have found 
widest.acceptance as a measuring 
stick for marine pollution because 
they grow abundantly in cool seas 
all over the world; they spend 
their entire adult lives in one 
place; and though they store mas- - 
sive amounts of pollutants, they 
are resistant to the pollutants eff- 
ects. But some fish species, algae 
and other bivalve molluscs such as 
barnacles also store pollutants. 

And because mussels are good 
food (for other sea animals as well 
as humans), knowing what pol- 
lutants' they contain is important 
ecologically, economically and for 
the public’s health. 

Mussels were a favoured sen- 
tinel in several international pro- 


grammes established in the 1970s' 
to monitor coastal water con- 
tamination by substances such as 
DDT, petroleum, trace metals and 
nuclear waste. 

tes in the mid-1970s. Scientists 
from universities and marine lab- 1 
oratories measured groups of pol- 
lutants in mussels and oysters 
from over 100 Atlantic, Pacific 
and Gulf coast U.S. sites. 

The U.S. programme, the first 
of its kind, revealed several pro- 
blems inherent in such surveys. 
One is that concentrations of cer- 
tain pollutants in mussels can flu- 
ctuate over the year, perhaps ow- 
ing to changes in the animafs met- 
abolism. Also, they do not det- 
ermine the source of a pollutant — 
a troublesome shortcoming in the 
case of trace metals and rad- 
ioactive materials which occur 
naturally. 

But the U.S. study did identify 
pollution “hotspots” and helped 
to establish background levels of 
pollutants. The feasibility of an 
integrated global monitoring pro- 
gramme was examined at an int- 
ernational symposium held in Tal- 
lin (USSR) in October 1983. 

That meeting recommended the 
use of molluscs as indicator org- 
anisms for marine pollutants, and, 
following the lead of Dr. Edward 


Goldberg of Scripps Institute of 
Oceanography (U.S.), suggested 
that a global mussels watch be car- 
ried out to determine the level of 
organ ochlorines (DDT and rel- 
ated pesticides) in the oceans, par- 
ticularly in the Southern Hem- 
isphere. 

Goldberg warned the meeting 
that there may have been a build- 
up in organochlorine pesticides in 
' the Southern ' Hemisphere and • 
' tropics '^to level* ‘ approaching 1 
.those.of the Northern Heraisphete 
during the 1960s,” when the dam- 
age DDT and its relatives was 
doing to birds, especially hawks 
and others far up the food chain, 
became evident. 

Long an advocate of the 
mussel-watch approach, Mr. Gol- 
dberg proposed a “single-shot 
monitoring of the world ocean for 
chlorinated biocides (pesticides) 
... to compare present levels, esp- 
ecially in the coastal tropical and 
Southern Hemispheric waters, 
with those of the 1960s and 
1970s.” 

At a mussel watch workshop in 
Honolulu last November, spo- 
nsored by the International Cou- 
ncil of Scientific Unions, scientists 
from 26 countries recommended 
the stan of an International Mus- 
sel Watch to measure pollutants, 
especially oil pollution and rad- 
ioactive material in the world's 
coastal waters. 

The global programme was 
approved, and participants were 
pleased to note the growing int- 
erest shown by developing cou- 


ntries. But little progress has been 
made since then, and neither the 
nature nor the scope of the mussel 
watch have yet been determined. 

Some scientists feel the survey 
should be limited to oQ pollution 


in the southern oceans. Others opt 
for broader objectives. Some bel- 
ieve a single group of organisms 
such as mussels and other mol- 
luscs, should be used; still others 
are convinced that it would be bet- 
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ter to select different organisms in 
different situations, according to 
the physical, biological and social 
system affected by the env- 
ironmental contaminant.

Publicity spots draw 
top Italian movie 
directors

ROME — Lured by quick, big 
money and the challenge of lea- 
ving an unmistakable imprint on 
30 seconds of film, two of Italy’s 
top movie directors — Federico 
Fellini and Franco Zeffirelli — 
have plunged into making “des- 
igner commercials.” 

Fellini’s advertisement for 
Campari (an alcoholic beverage) 
andZeffireiir s spot for Annabetla 
furs stan running on major Italian 
television networks on Sept. 15. 

Fellini and Zefirelli have sup- 
ervised the new mini-work from 
start to finish. And the spots have 
received the kind of advance pub- 
licity usually reserved for feature 
films. 

Traditionally, a television 
commercial is thought up and wri- 
tten in a publicity agency. A dir- 
ector is called in for the lucrative, 
if artistically limited, job of sho- 
oting the 30 seconds of film, which 
goes unsigned and unrecognised. 

Fellini, whose films have ranged 
from the award-winning “La Str- 
ada” to last years “And The Ship 
Sails On.” is taking a different 
approach. 

“You have to let yourself be 
recognised in half a minute.” he 
said. 

Zeffirelli added another reason: 

“I gave my professionalism, my 
taste and ray signature to a pro- 
duct that has all the characteristics 
that have always fascinated me,” 
he said. 

The spot is entirely a Zeffirelli 
creation. In a full-page ankle, 
Milan's Corriere Della Sera des- 
cribed it as “half-way between 
dream and reality... beginning 
with the apparition of a beautiful 
woman in a vaporous white fur. a 
silhouette rendered evanescent by 
a masterful play of Light and Sha- 
dow." 

Masters of the Italian cinema 
have been involved in advertising 
for years. Bui according to Adr-

iano Zanaechi. the vice-director 
general of publicity for the Italian 
state-run Rai Television network, 
"they are only beginning 10 admit 
it now.” 

"In the past, advertising was 
considered an ignoble activity, 
while cinema was a myth,” Mr. 
Zanaechi said. “But now, pub- 
licity is developing, and cinema is 
going through a period of crisis." 

Zeffirelli is certainly not hiding 
his authorship of “The New 
Spot." which stars top-paid Ame- 
rican model Jerry Hall. It is pre- 
ceded by a seven-second mini- 
spot, in which the director himself 
advertises his own advertisement. 

Television advertising "really is 
the art form of the future," said 
Paolo Biondo, the director of a 
large film recording studio in 
Rome. 

“That* s where t he money is, and 
when there’s money, there’s more 
sophistication,” added Biondo, an 
American and long-time resident 
in Rome. 

The cost of producing a normal 
thirty-second television spot can 
cost up 10 500 million lira ($ 
300.000). Producers are reticent 
about how much of this goes to 
directors, but American Phyllis 
Robinson, who worked in adv- 
ertising for years in Italy, said “hir- 
ing big names can make prices 
soar into the millions of dollars.”

The 90-nation GATT oversees 
the inks governing 80 per cent of 
world trade. Its full annual report 
is to be published next month but 
the mam economic commentary 
was issued Wednesday. 

“The most striking feature of 
the current recovery has been the 
weak response of the world 1 eco- 
nomy to the vigorous boom in the 
‘'United States," the economists 
said in the GATT review entitled 
International Trade 1983/4. 

The report cited reluctance to 
invest as partially to blame, but 
rejected high interest rates as the 
major cause. 


'“ At least as for hs the industrial 
countries other than the United 
States are concerned, this can only 
be a minor .part of the exp- 
lanation” it said. 

“The United States economy, 
with even' higher interest rates 
than those prevailing in Europe 
and Japan, has strong investment 
boom.” 

The GATT report said Western 
European economies “have rea- 
cted less flexibly than the United 
States to the economic shocks and 
c h allen g es of the 1970s and early* 
1980s.” 

It said the central aim should be 
to strengthen the world trading 
system by a return “to the non- 
discriminatory trading system 
embodied in the general agr- 
eement” 

The economists called for major 
trading nations to .commit the- 
mselves to roll back protectionist 
measures as a way to aid int- 
ernational economic recovery. 

They cited proposals for a new 
round of world trade negotiations 
designed to open up trade in “new 
areas of international economic 
transactions.” 


WASHINGTON (R) — The beneficial effect of the 
vibrant U.S. recovery has far outweighed the neg- 
ative impact of high American interest rates on glo- 
bal economic health, the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) said Wednesday. 


IMF senior staff officials, mee- 
ting reporters in conjuBetion with 
the release of the agency's annual 
report, said the U.S. economy, 
would continue strong in 1985, 
though there would be some red- 
uction from ■ this year’s une- 
xpectedly high growth. 

This year's report appeared to 
be less openly critical about the 
adverse impact of the Reagan 
administration' s economic pol- 
icies on the rest of the world eco- 
nomy. 

The IMF officials said that the _ 
stronger than expected U.S. rec- 
overy and the high dollar would 
boost exports from the rest of the 
world to the United States, hel- 
ping .particularly in developing 
countries. 

However, the report warned: 
“The persistence of high interest 
rates, which began again in the 
early part of 1984, presented risks 
for the process of sustaining and 
broadening recovery.” 

This year the United States is 
expected to have a massive bal- 
ance of payments current account 
deGcit of around $130 billion, the 


excess of goods and services imp-v 
orted compared with U.S. exports 
to the rest of the world.. 

The report said this deficit “has 
had beneficial effects on economic 
recovery in other countries.” 

IMF economists noted that 
Third World countries were better 
able to service their debts despite 
an increase in global interest rates 
because they were selling more to 
the United States and other ind- 
ustrial countries. 

But the report said: “The high 
level of interest rates has been a 
■ major factor complicating the task 
of developing countries in bri- 
nging about external adjustment 
and restoring the momentum of 
development” _ 

As in previous annual reports, 
the IMF said the U.S. adm- 
inistration should take steps to 
reduce its huge budget deficits, 
amounting to about $170 billion 
this year. 

It stressed that unless con- 
flicting demands for credit bet- 
ween government and private 
industry and commerce were min- 


imised upward pressure on int- 
erest rates would be maintained. 

Looking towards this year's 
IMF- World Bank annual meeting 
in Washington from Sept. 24 to 
27, IMF officials said that the 
two-year-old global debt crisis 
and the world economic outlook 
would be at the heart of talks bet- 
ween finance minsters and central 
bankers. 

They admitted there did not 
appear to be a need for a n tfw all- 
ocation of the fund's unique 
hybrid-currency known as Special 
Drawing Rights (SDRs) to help to 
finance economic recovery. 

The United States and some 
other industrial countries are 
opposed to any further SDR issue 
on the grounds it would reignite 
global inflation. 

Developing countries, sup- 
ported by France and some other 
Western European nations, want 
a fresh allocation of SDRs to bol- 
ster their reserves to pay for imp- 
orts and service debts. 

IMF officials said the global’ 
economic recovery was sub- 
stantially tetter last year and in 
the early part of 1984 than had 
been expected in earlier estimates. 

They told Reuters at the end of 
last month that the world eco- 
nomy would grow around three 
percent in 1985 propelled in part 
by the U.S. economy, which was 


likely to 'expand by four per cent 
next year, although some private 
forecasters regard this as too opt- 
imistic. 

However, the fund said that 
major global problems remained. 

Developing countries, apart 
from Asia, have generally been 
unable to resume their growth 
momentum, which was severely 
affected by the global recession in 
the early 1980s. 

Inflation in developing cou- 
ntries remained extremely high 
and little if any improvement was 
expected because of the huge 
price increases in Latin American 
countries, which on average more 
than doubled in 1983 compared 
with 1982. 

The report also expressed deep 
concern about trade protectionist 
pressures, which it said should be 
resisted if the international tra- 
ding system is to grow and thrive:! 

Earlier this year, the 24-nationt 
Organisation for Economic Coo- 
peration and Development of 
non-Communist industrialised 
countries agreed not just to resist 
demands from industry for trade 
protection but to reduce existing 
trade barriers. 

The IMF said: “It is to be hoped 
that the coming year will see more 
success in bringing these int- 
entions to fruition than has been 
apparent hitherto.” '"*'

Iraqi bank 
progresses 

BAGHDAD (OPECNA) — Cre- 
dit lending by Iraq’s Rafidain 
Bank increased from $633 mil- 
lion in 1982 to $11.83 million last 
year. Bank President Tariq AI 
Takmachi said here. Stressing the 
bank’s important role in Iraq's 
economic development. Mr. Al 
Takmachi said it issued mainly 
short-term credits to various eco- 
nomic sectors, particularly com- 
merce and industry. In terms of 
-deposits, the bank moved up in the 
world banks rating from 91 st pos- 
ition in 1982 to75th last year. The 
Rafidain Bank was established in 
1941 as the first Iraqi state bank 
with subscribed capital of $130 
‘million and paid capital of 
$16034 million. 


LONDON (R) — A group of 
Commonwealth experts called 
Wednesday for urgent measures 
to relieve the debt burden of the 
poorest countries, especially those 
in sub-Saharan Africa. 

The economists, surveying what 
they called “a fast-moving and 
deteriorating” global debt crisis, 
said there remained a danger that 
interest would not be paid on the 
existing debts of major developing 
country borrowers. 

“The present situation is not 
sustainable. The world's financial 
safety is balanced on a knife- 
edge,” they said in a report to be 
discussed by Commonwealth fin- 
ance ministers next week in Tor- 
onto, Canada. 

"Calling for a collective int- 
ernational solution to protect the 
banking system by preventing ins- 
olvency, the experts urged cre- 


ditor countries to help debtors, by 
guarantees or other means, to 
raise the funds to meet interest 
they owed. 

Rescheduling would be nec- 
essary in most cases, the report 
said. 

It called for a larger role for dir- 
ect foreign investment in dev-' 
eloping countries. 

The study, ordered by last y- 
eafs Commonwealth -summit, 
voiced concern that concentration 
on emergency solutions for debt 
problems of relatively rich Latin 
American debtors “ could result in 
a crowding out of the poorest cou- 
ntries from official financing.” 

In fact, the problems of these 
countries, especially in Africa, 
were the most difficult and urgent, 
it said. 

Among recommended sol- 


utions for the poorest nations, the 
experts urged industrialised cou- 
ntries to boost development aid 
and grant longer maturities and 
grace periods on official debts. 

The study said the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) and the 
World Bank should play a much 
more active role in resolving the 
debt problem, and called for rev- 
ision of their mandate to deal with 
long-term economic adjustment. 

Echoing demands by dev- 
eloping countries' pressure gro- 
ups, it said IMF and World Bank 
resources should be boosted and 
called for an increase in World 
Bank programme lending to cou- 
ntries with balance of payments 
problems.

Foreign currency deposits 
pile up in Turkish banks 


ISTANBUL (R) — Foreign cur- 
rency is piling up at Turkish banks 
for the first time in almost a dec- 
ade as the country increases ove- 
rseas earnings, bankers said Wed- 
nesday. 

They said foreign' currency is 
flowing into the banks because of 
export earnings which topped $4 
billion in the first seven months of 
this year compared with $3 billion 
in the same period in 1983. Tou- 


rism revenues and workers’ rem- 
ittances from abroad are also up. 

However, Turkey’s central 
bank last week showed reluctance 
to exchange foreign currency for 
Turkish lira by cutting its buying 
rates for foreign exchange by up to 
two per cent. 

Banks are thus finding it inc- 
reasingly difficult to convert for- 
eign currency earnings of Turkish 
exporters into lira. 


Bankers said that if the central 
bank exchanged too much foreign 
currency it would risk bloating 
money supply, endangering the 
tight money policy which it hopes 
will bring down the country’s 50 
per cent annual inflation rate. 

But while foreign currency dep- 
osits at banks are plentiful. Tur- 
kish lira bank deposits are in short 
supply. 


ENKA closes plant 

ISTANBUL (R) — Turkish industrial and construction group 
ENKA Holding has closed a heavy metal production plant in Ist- 
anbul. company officials said Wednesday. 

They said Elmet Elcktrometal Sanayi A.S. had been losing money 
for the last five or six years because of obsolete technology. The 
closure involved the lay-off of 250 workers. 

ENKA owned 80 per cent of the firm's capital, which was inc- 
reased last year to one billion lira ($2.65 million) from 332 million 
lira ($787,000). 

ENKA official said the plant, producing heavy cast steel parts, 
pressure valves and engine blocks, was hard hit by a shrinking local 
market and low export opportunities due to high costs stemming 
from its outdated technology. 


BAE profits £5 6.3m 

LONDON (R) — -British Aerospace, (BAE), which builds wings for 
the European Airbus airliner and also makes the Harrier military 
jump-jet, Saturday announced a 54 per cent jump in pre tax profits in 
the first half of the year. 

Turnover was also up, and the company said that given stable 
cooditiorrt it was confident h could continue its good performance for 
(be zest of the year. 

Profit before tax was £563 million ($71 3 million) compared with 
£363 million ($46.4 million) in the same six-month period last year. 

BAE, which is Britain's biggest planemaker and is4S per cent state 
owned, is currently the subject of takeover rumours. 

Negotiations were broken off recently with the electronics firm 
Tborn-EMI, while British electricals giant GEC has expressed an 
interest in the aerospace firm and is widely expected by stock 
market traders to make a takeover bid soon.'

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Reagan hopes Gromyko talks 
will ease superpower tension 


WASHINGTON (R) — President Reagan hopes that 
his meeting with Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko will ease U.S.-Soviet hostility and help 
pave the way for renewed talks on controlling nuc- 
lear arms. 


Mr. Reagan announced the 
Sept. 28 talks Tuesday eight 
months after he signalled a new 
willingness to engage in a dialogue 
with Moscow and moderated his 
tough anti-Soviet rhetoric. 

It will be Mr. Reagan's first 
meeting with a senior Soviet off- 
icial since he came into office in 
January. 1981, and Mr. Gro- 
myko's first meeting with a U.S. 
President since he had talks with 
Jimmy Carter in 1978. 

The White House session will 
be closely watched for atmosphere 
rather than concrete results. Mr. 
Reagan, who is seeking re- 
election on Nov. 6 , is eager to 
counter Democratic charges that 
he is unable to talk with the Sov- 
iets. 


embly. 

The two men last met at the 
European Security Conference in 
Stockholm in January when Mr. 
Gromyko, said he hoped they 
would contribute to the goal of 
finding ways to reduce the world 
level of nuclear arms. 


Lord Carrington told reporters 
after meeting Mr. Reagan: “I 
think everybody in the Western 
alliance will think that it is a con- 
tinuation of the policy which Pre- 
sident Reagan has made clear over 
these last months and will wel- 
come it.” 

President Reagan Wednesday 
appeared in a commanding pos- 
ition in the U.S. election race after 
coming up with a “ September sur- 
prise" — his first meeting with a 
Soviet leader. 


Mr. Gromyko, believed to be 
the Kremlin's leading hardliner, is 
to meet Secretary of State George 
Shultz two days earlier in New 
York where they will be attending 
the United Nations General Ass- 


He made clear there was no 
expectat ion of specific agreeme n ts 
but rather a hope of establishing a 
better atmosphere between the 
superpowers. 

“I think maybe the time has 
come that anything that can per- 
haps get a better understanding 
between our two governments 
maybe should precede any res- 
umption of dealings on specifics, if 
there can be an easing of any sus- 
picion or hostility." he bold rep- 
orters. 


Mr. Reagan's announcement 
that he would, hold talks with Mr. 
Gromyko took the edge off Dem- 
ocratic challenger Walter Mon- 
dale's charge that he refused to sit 
down with Soviet leaders. 

It also distracted attention from 
a major Mondale offensive on the 
economy just as it was gathering 
steam. 


The announcement of the mee- 
ting was welcomed by NATO 
(North Atlantic Treaty Org- 
anisation)' Secretary-General 
Lord Carrington. 


Mr. Mondale said he thought 
the president’s move to break the 
ice which had formed over U.S. 
diplomacy with Moscow since he 
came to office in 1981 was "pretty 
pathetic ... taking place in the 
middle of an election campaign.” 
Mr. Mondale aides were deeply 
worried that the Sept. 28 meeting 
in the White House, less than six 


weeks before Americans vote, 
would defuse some of their best 
campaig n ammunition. 

"My initial reaction is that it 
works in Reagan's favour,” a top 
Democratic official told Reuters. 

Mr. Mondale, trkfiing by mar- 
gins of up to 27 per cent in opinion 
polls, has been hammering Mr. 
Reagan for being the first U.S. 
president in half a century not to 
meet Soviet leaders and for being 
more interested In confrontation 
than conciliation. 

Mr. Reagan, utilising the power 
of office, afro announced Tuesday 
that he would sell the Soviet 
Union an extra 10 minion tonnes 
of grain in 1 984-85 . Apart from its 
implications for superpower rel- 
ations that will delight farm-belt 
voters. 

U.S. political analysts, studying 
the rift between arch anti- 
communist Reagan and the Kre- 
mlin leadership, have speculated 
on the possibility of the Soviet 
Union springing an "October sur- 
prise” on the campaign — an adv- 
enture in a world troublespot des- 
igned to harm Mr. Reagan’s re- 
election chances. 

The .Gromyko meeting app- 
eared to forestall such a man- 
oeuvre. 


U.S.-Cuba talks continue 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States is continuing talks 
with Cuba about an arrangement 
to repatriate undesirables who 
came to the United States during a 
mass exodus from the island in 
1980. 

The plan afro calk for the Uni- 
Led States to absorb Cuban pol- 
itical prisoners, the State Dep- 
artment told Congress on Tue- 
sday. 


During a hearing of the House 
of Representatives Judiciary 
Committee. Ambassador Eugene 
Douglas, State Department coo- 
rdinator for refugee affairs, gave 
no details of the talks between the 


two governments. 

A committee member. Con- 
gressman Henry Hyde, objected 
to the U.S. policy of linking U.S. 
acceptance of political prisoners 
to the return to Cuba of about 
1.000 criminals and mental pat- 
ients normally ineligible to enter 
the United States who were inc- 
luded in the 150.000 who came on 
the Marie! boatlift of 1980.

Hyde asked. " We should welcome 
to our shores people who have 
fought Communism and (Pre- 
sident Fidel) Castro. He is not 
going to take back his psychopaths 
and criminals.

Indian state assembly 
members disrupt session 


HYDERABAD, India(R)— Pol- 
ice had to restrain rival par- 
liamentarians in the Andhra Pra- 
desh State Assembly Wednesday 
when a crucial vote on support for 
a bitter foe of Indian Prime Min- 
ister Indira Gandhi was again adj- 
ourned. 

Police told Reuters a youth was 
stabbed and killed Wednesday in 
renewed Hindu-Muslim fighting 
in Hyderabad. Two more people 
injured in clashes Tuesday died in 
hospital, raising the death toll to at 
least 21 in the past four days! 

The latest communal killing was 
an isolated incident, police said, 
without giving details. About 150 
people have been injured in the 
communal street battles. 

Witnesses said proceedings at 
the assembly were disrupted 13 
minutes after it met as rival pot- 
iticians left their seats, shouting 
accusations at one another. 

Assembly Speaker Baga Reddy 
adjourned the session for a few 
minutes, but when it met again 
plainclothes police had to restrain 
angry members in the chamber, 
the witnesses said. 

The Press Trust of India (PTI) 
news agency reported that a guard 
intervened to' take' away pan of a 
desk held by one 'assemblyman. 


Mr. Reddy then adjourned the 
assembly until Thursday and a 
confidence motion on Andhra 
Pradesh Chief Minister Bhaskara 
Rao and his administration was 
not debated. 

Outside the assembly hall a for- 
eign television crew’ s camera was 
broken fat a scuffle with police, 
witnesses said. 


PTI said an object was thrown 
into the centre of the assembly 
chamber during the meeting and it 
was taken out by explosives exp- 
erts for investigation. The agency 
gave no other details. 

A fire broke out during Tue- 
sday’s assembly session which was 
also, cut short, but. the blaze was 
quickly extinguished without cau- 
sing injuries. 

Mr. .Bhaskara Rao' s 'political 
foe and predecessor N.T. Rama 
Rao has been trying to state a pol- 
itical comeback by demonstrating 
in the assembly that he still con- 
trols a majority of members. . 

The delay in debating the con- 
fidence motion marked a further 
setback in the plans of the former 
film star to overturn his dismissal 
as chief minister last month after 
charges that he had lost his maj- 
ority. 


Hurricane Diana heads 
towards U.S. east coast 


MYRTLE BEACH, South Car- 
olina (R) — Hurricane Diana 
Wednesday menaced North Car- 
olina after developing from a tro- 
pical storm into the biggest hur- 
ricane to threaten the U.S. eastern 
seaboard for nearly 25 years. 

Just two days ago Diana was a 
95 kilometres per hour (kph) tro- 
pical storm but Wednesday, with 
its winds whipped up to more than 
210 kph it was pushing floodtides 
up to four metres above normal 
into low-lying areas of south- 
eastern North Carolina 

It was a serious threat to the 
44,000 inhabitants of Wil- 
mington, North Carolina alt- 
hough at 2 am. (0600 GMT) it 
was on a course that would take its 
eye slightly east of the city to a 
landfall near the sprawling U.S. 
Marine base of Fort Lejeune. Its 
forward movement was slow, 
about eight kph, meaning it could 
easily “wobble" one way or the 
other, according to forecasters at 
Lhe National Hurricane Centre in 
Miami. 

Centre Director Neil Frank smd 
Diana was the first major hur- 
ricane to threaten the eastern part 
of the United Slates for a quarter 
of a century. 


The last was Donna, which bat- 
tered north Florida. Georgia and 
the Caro I in as in September 1960, 
killing 50 people and causing $400 
million in damage, according to 
records kept by the National Oce- 
anic and Atmospheric Adm- 
inistration. 

Wilmington officials said that 
up until midnight damage caused 
by the leading edge of the hur- 
ricane was only minor, mostly fal- 
len trees and power lines. 

A Carolina power and light 
company spokesman said about 
9,000 consumers had lost their 
electricity supplies. 

Many of the outages, however, 
were on islands evacuated earlier 
Tuesday and no attempt would be 
made to restore power there until 
after the storm had passed, he 
said. 

Thousands of island residents 
and holidaymakers abandoned 
homes, hotels and holiday apa- 
rtments to take refuge in mainland 
schools and church halls. 

Wilmington Police Chief Darryl 
Bruestle said the evacuation was 
orderly and the only problems his 
officers had during the afternoon 
and evening were "minor traffic 
accidents." 


Greece rejects Turkish 
accusations over exercises 


ATHENS (R) — Greece Tuesday 
rejected as unacceptable and pro- 
vocative a Turkish statement that 
Greece had no right to include the 
Greek island of Lemnos in nat- 
ional mDitary exercises. 

A statement by the Foreign 
Ministry here said the Ankara sta- 
tement was indicative of Turkey’s 
expansionist intentions. 


Earlier Tuesday, Turkey acc- 


used Greece of planning military

manoeuvres on Lemnos whic 
Ankara says should be dem- 
ilitarised. 


Turkish Foreign Ministry Spo- 
kesman Yalim Eralp said plans by

Turkey would lodge a protest with 
the Greek government 
Lemnos lies close to the Turkish 
Anatolian coast and Turkey cla- 
ims that international treaties for- 
bid its militarisation. 

The Greek Foreign Ministry 
said: ‘‘The Ankara statement is 
provocative ... Lemnos will be inc- 
luded in all national manoeuvres.” 
It expressed the hope that Ank- 
ara will not make any demarche 
“because the only demarche the 
Greek government could possibly 
give is that we are not threatening 
anyone, but we do not intend to 
concede an inch ofJGreek land, sea 
or air space,” the statement 
added.

He told a youth rally attended 
by 65,000 people" Have the cou- 
rage to resist the dealers in dec- 
eption who make capital of your 
hunger - for happiness and who 
make you pay dearly fora moment 
of“artifical paradise" — a whiff of 
smoke, a bout of drinking or 
drugs. 

“What claims to be a shortcut to 
happiness leads nowhere,” be told 
the rally at MontreaTs Olympic 
Stadium,’ where 2,000 dancers 
staged an elaborate musical ent- 
ertainment portraying the struggle 
between good and eviL 

Thanking youngsters from bro- 
ken homes who had written to 
him. he said: “You have been 
wounded to the point of som- 
etimes doubting whether a faithful 
and lasting love is possible." 

He said fidelity in marriage was 
the answer and warned: "Do not 
confuse a premature experience of 
pleasure with the giving of oneself 
in k>ve forever and forever.” 

His speech followed an open-air 
morning mass attended by 


325,000 people. 

It was the biggest crowd so far in 
the Pope’s 12-day Canadian tour 
which started last Sunday. At the 
mass, he beatified a mm who fou- 
nded an order devoted to serving 
priests in domestic and secretarial 
work. 

About 100 women staged a 
demonstration in a Montreal Park 
Tuesday, protesting a^inst the 
church’s stand against birth con- 
trol and divorce. 

But the cause of women in the 
church has been furthered m one 
way on this visit — ■ lay women 
have helped to serve communion 
at the Pope’s masses. 

The pontiff received a tum- 
ultuous welcome at Tuesday 
night’s rally. Youngsters chanted 
“Long live the Pope" waved white 
scarves and drummed their feet in 
unison. 

In the modern stadium, white- 
robed dancers formed the sil- 
houette of a dove of peace. 

In a country where one in nine 
people is jobless, the Pope told 
youngsters: “Do not allow the dif- 
ficulties to destroy the resilience 
of your own personality. Take 
your future in your hands." 


S. Africa bans meetings - 
following black unrest 


JOHANNESBURG (R) — A 
total government ban on protest 
meetings through a wide area of 
South Africa came into force 
Wednesday following two weeks 
of violent unrest m black tow- 
nships in which about 40 pepple 
have died. 

The comprehensive ban is one 
of the severest such measures in 
recent years. 

• It covers Johannesburg, Pre- 
toria, parts of Natal province and 
the Sharpe ville township areas, 
where rioting has been the most 
fierce. 

The new measure, which is eff- 
ective until the end of the mbnth, 
was announced by Law and Order 
Minister* Louis. Le Grange who 
said it was “expedient for the mai- 
ntenance of -public peace". 

Among the meetings outlawed 
by the ban were a number planned 
to mark the seventh anniversary 


Wednesday of the death of black 
consciousness leader Steve Bfico 
in controversial circumstances in 
police custody. ; 

His death led to an international 
outcry at South Africa's treatment 
of dissident leaders.. \ 4 

Veteran parliamentary opp- 
osition figure Helen Suzman des^ 
cribed the ban as “the far- 
reaching of all prohibitions falling 
short of a full state of emergency”. 

' She could not recall such a dra- 
stic clampdown since I960 when a 
state of emergency was declared' 
after police shot dead 69 blacks. 

The ban follows a new period of- 
political upheaval in South Africa 
with p rotests over black housing . 
and education and the. int- 
roduction of a new constitution 
which gives Indians and col- 
oureds (mixed race) a minority 
voice but continues to exdude the 
black majority.
